ties i Were tbe respectable gentlemen who 
have sent out thft address to the people of Ken 
k k? aware to what to logic conducts them ? 
If their allegations be true as touching tbe pro- 
posed Constitutional Amendment, U does over- 
throw and utterly destroy oar Govei ament and 
our liberties A dsadf» blow ft one that produce?

, when tbe amendment prohibiting sis very 
toall have become a part of the Constitution 
our institutions will all be essentially bomoga- 
aeoot ft ft scar only within the range of human 
tfo-i three-fourth- of all the people 
f?-«— will go mad while the other one- 
hall remain Sana, ft would seem hardly 
for the liberties of the American people 
be destroyed, and the form and nature of 
Government fundamentally altered, until 
mU become unfit for self -government or go 
togethm. AH arguments founded upon 
- ~ -fl power «f ensBdtowt which the 
, grants In favor of tbe subversion 
mm end the overthrow of our form 

government through each unlimited power, 
end car always be met by tbe unan- 
objectioe we bare made. Theee evils 
nr happen so long as tbe people remain 
of setf-g m rumee t : and If, Is the in- 
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•eatable Providence of s higher power, that 
sad, that mournful dav should ever come when 
they shall be unfit for that, they will then no 
longer need it. 

The founders of our Government took ft for 
, granted that the people of three-fourth* of all 
tbe States would nevtr go mad or become in 
i any other way incapable of self-government, 
i The continued existence of oar free institutions 
presupposed whet the? originated, and ft still 
presupposes sanity, common sense, and In- 
telligence in tbe people. When these shaft 
disappear, If ever, there will be no free institu- 
tions wanted. There will be nobody to sup. j 
port or be benefited by them. 

If the people of the United States wish to • 
adopt anything monstrous as a part of the Con- 
stilution. they can do ft as weft without adopt- 
ing tbe amendment prohibiting slavery as with : 
ft. We have already answered that objection sev- 
eral times, but. as the gentlemen who have put 
forth this address seem not to understand it, 
for their benefit and that of others we repeat ft. ' 

People of Kentucky, doy ou believe the pro- 
posed amendment amenable to the extraordi- i 
nary charges which these legislators have , 
brought against it? Read ft again for vour- 
aelvta. Here ft ft: 

8»( . 1. Neither daverv nor involuntary ser- 
v tode. except as a punishment for crime, 
where of the party shall have been duly convict - 
<d, shall exist within the United States, or in 
anv place subject to their jurisdiction. 

Sac l. CongreM shall have power to enforce 
this article by appropriate legislation. 

Do yon believe that to prohibit slavery of any 
kind will enslave the whole while race? The 
charge against it, ft these honorable gentlemen 
me?n what they my, amounts absolutely to 
this. It aims, they declare, a “deadly blow” at 
the “vital principle" on which our government 
ft founded, that ft, at the principle or self gov- 
ernment Does ft change tbe “form" and •■na- 
ture" of our Government? Is not the “form’ 
preserved in the way In which ft has been 
proposed? Is not the nature, ft not the 
q*rit of tbe Constitution adhered to and devel- 
oped by the fad that no one proposes that the 
amendment shall form a part of the organic 
law until it shall have been ratified by three - 
fourths of all the States of tbe Union Inexact 
accordance with tbe Utter of the Constitution ae 
ft now rxfttc? When the amendment becomre 
a part of the Constitution, will ft not have been 
the w ork of the States in their separate capacity, 
each acting for ftaeli? How then will ft have 
interfered with the “form, the nature, ’’ tbe spirit, 
or the letter of the Constitution' How trill ft 
have encroached directly or indirectly upon the 
first principles of the reserved rights of the 
Slates? How can any amendment to tbe Coo 
stilution ever take place in any other way than 
that pointed out by the instrument Itself? If 
thft ft strictly observed, as ft ft in thft case, how 
ft there any violation of to spirit or letter? Il 
no amendment at all was ever intended to be 
iwrmftted b? the authors of the Constitution, 
why was the power of amendment expressly 
granted? Thft power ft in the folio wing words: 

The Congress, whenever two thirds of both 
Houses shall deem ft necessary, shall propose 
ameeemcni* to thft Constitution, or. on the ap- 
plication ot tbe Legislatures of two thirds of 
the several States, shall call a convention for 
proposing amend menu, which, in either case, 
shall be valid, to all intent? and purposes, as 
part of this Constitution, when ratified by the 
Let ftlatures of three-fourths of the several 
Buies or by conventions in three-fourths there- 
of. as the one or the other mode of ratificati >n 
B*ay be proposed by the Congress.

The? have engaged Abbey Kelly A Co., 
of Boston, to help them. Abbey A Co. doing 
the correspondence and tbe Kentucky mem- 
ben of the bouse ventilating ft and expect 
ing to get credit upon the strength of it. 

It will be tbe old story over again, however. 
Abbe? A Co. will outwit the venerable clerks 
here of the old South Carolina firm, and they 
will be left at last flat upon their backs, more 
thoroughly ruined, if possible, than their old 
principals of Charleston. Abby & Co are fool 
lng them to the top of their bent, and laughing 
at them besides. 

To drop the figure, let the public watch the 
columns of the Democrat, and see If ft do no 
publish every scrap ft can find In tbe most nitre 
Northern papers fa favor of negro equality 
and negro suffrage from now till the election.

The Bi rmino of Richmond — Letter from 
General Ewell. — Tbe connection General 
Ewell bad with the late disastrous fire here, 
says the Richmond Republic. Jane 23d, does 
not seem to be fully understood. The follow- 
ing ft from a letter to a friend, just received 
from him. He ft still fa Fort Warren: 

Remember bow hard 1 tried to organize a 
constabulary force In Richmond. I knew noth- 
ing of tbe firing of the arsenal or cutting the 
engine hoee. These were the work or an- i 
authorized persons or Incendiaries. I had no 
force to stop tbe plundering which was going 
on all night. I made couriers and policemen 
of my suff, try fag to prevent disorder and vio- 
lence. Several fires were kindled before we 
left, and an attempt to burn Mayo's bridge frus- 
trated by the daring of the engineer officers, 
who, at great risk, removed burning canal- 
boats from under it. What I did was in obedi 
race to positive orders that had been given me. 
Looking, with General Kenhaw, toward Rich- 
mond, we saw building after building, at a dis- 
tance from the river, ignite, evidently set on 
fire. I feel this matter very deeply. I see mv- 
self unjustly blamed. I did not exceed, but 
fell short of my instructions.

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CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT. 

Fn iew Citizens: Having, some sever ti 

weeks passed, given the promise to address the 
citizens ol L> uftvUle at an early time, I have 
selectel thft occasion for the fulfilment of that 
promise. We have jnst paased through one nf 
tbe most fearful struggles— one of the most 
terrible civil wars, which has ever be- 
fore afflicted tbe race of man. It ba? be?n 
such a war as never before shook 
the foundations of human society. Broth- 
er has been arrayed against ’ brother — 
father r:nd sou, neighbor and neighbor, have 
rtccd confronted in the dire conflict of battle, 
For fonr years thft terrible storm ha? swept 
over onr beloved land. Our fair fields have been 
laid waste, homes have been desolated, cities 
left in ruins. Monrning has vftited almost ev- 
ery household and family throughout the 
length and breadth of this great Republic ot 
ours. 

It must, fellow- citizens, hive b?en a moat 
feirful cau~e or evil that could have provoked 
such a rtrurgle with such a people as 
ours. Blessed as onr people were, with 
free firm of government, blessed with every 
thing that could render man happv while hs 
was free. It must have been, I sav, a mot fearful 



cause of evil which could have provoked such a 
struggle among our own people. If the Upas 
tree weie to spring np in our midst and we

were to find i>erftbing beneath its shade for 
miles around onr children, one universal vole? 
would go np. “hew it down and cast it into the 
fire,” and deliver our people from tbe desolation 
of its poisonous bream. An evil of this char 
acter has been in onr midst — a can*e. a? I re- 
marked. a most fearful cause, ha? precipitated 
upon our pe- p’.e the struggle in which we have 
been engaged, through which we have ja?t 
passed t nd redeemed our Government from 
the hands of destruction. 

Wbat has been that cause? If we can arrive 
at it, It should be eradicated from the land. 
Now, some I know are fa the habit of attribut- 
ing tbe cnn*e of thft evil to slavery. I shall 
talk upon that subject fa tbe discussion of the 
main topic to-night, but I wfth to arrive 
at the cause and means of the rebellion, 
that yon may comprehend the print I in- 
tend to make. Slavery was not the 
cause, bnt tbe mears to an end. The 
cause of all this struggle originavei iu the 
evil disposition and malice of a elms of men 
that we sometimes denominate deoagogu u. 
Selffth men who, for the purpose of carrving 
forward tbeir party aims and selfish purpose*, 
art continuriJy playing upon the pa sions of a 
free people seekine the suffrage of a free people 
to lift them to position or advance the interest? 
and cause of their party. That wa? theoririnal 
cause. It developed Itself In a verv eirlv pe- 
riod of our Lft’ory. The Father of hi? Country 
foresew the outcroppings of thi? dangerous 
principle. It developed itself in what ft termiil 
stetk nslism, the drawing of geographical lines, 
and nrdertakirg to separate the people bv lines] 
Noith and South. In thi? war was (he pro- 
cess by which these evil -disposed, selfi-h cl am 
of men have brought on all of thi? conflict 

They had to have an instrument bv which to 
accomplish their evil purposes, and, In casting 
about for that instrninent,they sought one which 
would inevitably lead to and create sectional 
sentiment and consequent sectional division. 
Slavery was selected ss that lnstrupient: as the 
hcsiiument to be used by these men in pro- 
moting this baneful division and destruction in 
the minds of the people upon geographic lines 
North and 8 nth. That was seized upoB by 
men and politicians in the North, and they edu- 
caUd the minds of their people upon the one 
side of tbe question, and in the 8 oath thev were 
educated upon another view of the question. 
Upon the one side they were stirriDg the p vi- 
sions of their people by extreme anti slavery 
doctrine* aDd pre-enting the slave-driver of the 
South with all nis cruellies ard horr >rs, which 
tb< v psfated and pictured to their peop e for the 
selfish purpose of their own elevation; m“re 
fancy pictures. In the South through the 
slave States, we all know who live ia 
Kentucky, and through the si ive Sia’e-, 
how it ft. Why, sir, I confers to-night 
that it ft almost impracticable for me to ri 1 mv- 
lelf of the prejudices of mv early and life-long 
education From tire first period of invrecollec 
ticn of p litical discussions, the slave, the 
nesio. w: s made the lejding topic, the turning 
point in the political contest even down to the 
smalh st office in the gift of tbe people. And a 
man must be a pro-slavery min in the Southern 
State.* 8Ld an antl-sl ivery man fa the Northern 
States, to elevate himself to position. Hence 
tie derorg igue who went to the greatest ex- 
trt me became in time the most popular man ; 
and tbe men and the youth throughout the 
com try were embittered, section against sec- 
tion, upon thft particular question. Slaverv 
was the only instrument in the hands of the 
men in the South and the North to array one 
part of the country against the other and draw 
that geographical distinction, against which the 
Father i f hft Country’ warned us in the begin- 
ning of enr history as a free and Intelligent na- 
tion of people.

tion of slavery. Thev re/ard it as the ft?ue made 
by them with the Federal Government. The7 
stak’d slavery Against the Union and lo*t, and 
aow come up like men and agree to tbe lorfeit- 
nie. and surrender it up. I sav, then, that there 
is not a sensible men — no man who his any 
practical sense and a reasonable am aunt of 
honmj —who will pretend to assert that, in 
thftnuYdav.it ft possible to continue slaverv 
in Kentwkv. It ft gone, forever gone. No 
human urn can reinstate it iu its position. 

; The fact that slavery ft de id being admitted, 
concedes all fcat is in contest, for the propose! 
amendment; asumirig it to be dead, declare' it 
shall not exist— shall not be resurrected in the 
States or territories of tbe Union. All aimit 
that It has parsed bevond the reach of the re- 
st oi ing band— that it is gone— irrevocably gone. 
Then, what is left for us to do as sensible, 
practical, and patriotic people? To dhposi of 
it in that wav which will H”>?t conduce to the 
interests of the people of Kentucky and the 
humanity of the disposition. Now. sir, there 
are bnt fonr modes bv which the people can 
iegallv get rid of the name of slavery — I mem 
Id Kentnckv. I propose briefly to present 
these propositions to yon, and con’ra't them all , 
with the Constitutional Amendment proposed 
as the best, the mo* direct, and immediate 
mode of getting rid of it Now, np >n every 
other subject than the question of slavery, the 
people of Kentucky w„uld art sensibly and 
practically, but np in that subjei. there seem? 
to sweep over the minds of men a specie? of 
furore brent, a sort of drnnkenne«s of pass! n 
that disable* them from taking the position of sen- 
sible men. There are four modes. I sav, bv which 
this can he done. One i«, under the Constitu- 
tion of the State of Kentnckv, yon mav eman- 
cipate the slaves within the State by making a 
comi>ensation for them to their owue-s It ft 
not practicable for tbe people of Kentnckv to 
nt dertake eroancipahon iu that form. It has 
betn so considered, aid I regard that mode of 
emancipation as out of the question, and not ! 
re all v to be considered or presented. Tbepeo- 
p'e are not in favor of that mode, of Kentuckv 
nndeita! ing or assuming to be indebted in con- 
sequence of it. Then there is one other cao le. 

It ft by amending the 8tate Constitution Yon all 
kr ow and understand the process of doing that. 
The next Legislature wilbin (he first 'wentv d va 
would have to piss aiesohiti >n to take the sen -e 
of the people. If the people vote for it at the 
next August election, then the sneceering Leg 
islature, two years from the peri d of the first 
pass' ge of the resolution, submit it the s°coad 
time to the vote of the people.

have no right to exercise, and which Con • 
grera has denied them, and the great 
body of the people have denied But 
eball we turn against our C institution 
because some men claim to have p rwer 
under it which you and I sav, and the great 
body of the people sav, thev have no right to 
do, and yet the objections of these men would 
blot out the Constitution of the Uaited State? 
and return the people to anarchy npon such ob- 
jections as these. Bat they are terriblv frigh'- 
ened at what they call negro equality. I 
have no uneasiness upon that subject. I do 
not know but that thev may have grounds to 
believe that the negro can be equal with them: 
though I have been among free negroes all mv 
lile, I have never seen that thing take place with 
me yet. It may be with tuem, and they may 
have canse to be frightened, but the great body 
of the people bate no reason to he alarmed or 
frightened upon that subject, because society 
regulates onr social relations and intercourse, 
not law. and until the people become pre- 
pared for a thing of that character, it never 
csin take place. Law cannot do it, for law 
cannot establish the social relation? batweei 
men. Tbev are noon terms of equalitv and 
fi iendship, bnt no law makes them so but the 
law of nature. I believe that the white min is 
tbe superior race. I have no doubt about it, 
and as he i? he will miintain his po?ition If he 
Is not he will lose it. I am for my own people 
and against any other race whenever the inter. 
e*t8 of the two come 'n conflict. L Applause.] 
I have n_o sympa'hv for that fanatical senti- 
ment which undertakes to depress our own race 
to elevate any other race, none whatever; and 
no such priacipleas that ever can obtain iu thi? 
country so long as the white race continue to g > 
forward and progress as they have d^-ne through 
past ages. 

Thft thing of social equalitv. I sav, fellow- 
citizens. ft no* sense, stuff, thrown out by tb it 
class of men who cry out “coercion,” “are you 
willing to coerce a State?” — ‘he mid-dog cry 
with wbih men used to arou«e the p issions of the 
per pie and made them rush tnadlv from their 
own judgments and affections to their own rnin 
and the rnin of their conntrv. And wbi e I am 
on thft p »un u ar branch of the topic I am dis- 
cussing, I will say tbft: 

The fear expressed that the negro will be 
placed npon equality with our own people, and 
given the elective franc iise. be mile juror, 
judge, legislator, and lie received upon equal 
terms in onr parlors ba? no real foun lation. 
ard ran fiud a lodgement only iu the mist 
Etnrid mind. 

The proposed amendment confers no power 
whatever on Congress except to enforce the non- 
existence of slavery, a power which would nec- 
e6-arilv follow the ad ptionof the first section 
without the serond Who shall be entitled to 
vote, sit in tbe jury box, on the bei ch, or in 
tie Legislative halls, by the Federal Cons itu- 
tion is mtirelv remitted to the several States to 
regulate for themselves. 

Congress has no power, either granted or de- 
rivative. over these matters; but tbe whole sub- 
ject ft, by the Constitution, reserved to each 
Porte to regulate for itself. That Kentuckv 
will confer such privileges upon the negro no 
one will assert. Nav. none will assc.-t even the 
apprehension of such an action. To confer 
such privilege? the Constitution of the State 
would have to be amended. If. to accomplish 
fuch purpose, the people of Keutuekv should 
determine to amend their ConrtUution, they, 
in fuch event, could confer such privilege? as

Tuey aav, 
however, that it should not be brought npon 
thft State like upon others, ana that Kentucky 
eh< uld not be dealt with upon thi? particular 
subject like the other States. Agreed Neither 
do tbe powers propose to deal with her as with 
tbe other States. The question comes home, 
and ft submitted to you for your action — the 
action of the people of Kentucky. Well, let 
us look for a short lime now at the facts 
and see. I sav it ft not now a question, 
whether or not slavery shall continue or 
be abolished. We have passed iliat point, and 
are compelled fo confess when w e loik at the 
farts, that it ft gone, and cannot be continued. 
And we have equally passed the point when 
any man can become an abolitionist, for slavery 
has already been abolished bv the action of the 
revolution. Let us look at the facta as to thi? 
question. Kentucky ft the only loval State in 
the Union where slaverv ha? ah exfttence 
to-day. It his been abolished by tbe action 
of the people fa Missouri and fa Mary- 
land. The border 8 tate?. with the exception of 
Kentucky, have by tbeir own action disposed of 
that question. If Kentnckv were now left 
alone, if the hand, that some people seem to 
dread so much, of Federal power were with- 
drawn clear ont of sight, so that no man could 
see, much less feel its .-lightest touch, Kentucky 
would be driven to the inevitable alternative of 
abolishing tbe name of slavery, not slavery it- 
self, by her own individual action, to get rid of 
the curse and effects which its present status 
unavoidably inflicts upon the community. Tbe 



cess is tedious and expensive and delays for a 
c rsiderable time the purposed action of the 
people upon that subject. 

There ft but one other and remaining mode, 
and tbat ft the one tow proposed to the people 
of the United States. It ft for Congress to pro 
pose an amendment, any amendmeut or amend- 
irerts. to the Constitution, submit them either 
to the Legislature? of tbe 8lates or a conven- 
tion. to be called bv the State according to di- 
rection. In thft instance it i? submitted to the 
Legislature by law, and when three fourth? of 
the Stat-s shall ratify it it shall become a part 
of the Constitution to all int -nts and purposes 
This mode ft thm. much preferable to the oth- 
ers. It ft immediate, it is direct, and withont a 
single dollar's additional expense npon the peo- 
ple, and simply acc mplfthes the very thing 
that these other modes onlv conld secure. I 
ask yon. as sensible ard practicable men. when 
yon cor rider the only fonr modes and contrast 
tl cm, why it is tbat sensible, intelligent, prm 
tical, and patriotic pe ?ple cannot, up in thft 
stibjrct. act like they would upon all others— 
select that expedient most direct, immediate, 
aud cheapest to accomplish the 6amo thing? 
But I am met here with objection?. Gentlcm n 
say, I would have no particular objection to the

— Perhaps no 
I’refcident that we have ever before had has 
worked such a revolution in public sentiment 
f-Torable to himself within the -ame period of 
lime as Andrew Johnson has. He has beat 
President lets than three months. The office 
was thrust upon him unexpectedly. He was 
dreaming of no each duties and res;>oiisibiUties 
as he has been called ti;oc to discharge and 
meet. The occasion was a most try ing one 
The public mind had been wrought up to a 
pitch of sudden exasperation which was al- 
most uncontrollable. Indignation, phreuzv 
vengeance seised fast hold of ae public mind 
as the developments of the horrible plot of as 
ssaiination became known, and many good men 
were not wiacut serious apprehensions as to 
what might follow. The country seemed like 
a vast volcanic mountain whoee incandescent 
fires were ready to burst forth at any moment, 
spreading desolation and death on every hand. 
Against ae Incoming Executive there existed 
strong prejudices. Great numbers, who im- 
{■erfectiy understood hie character, believed him 
to be a man of narrow views and capable of 
being t waved by ae bitterest animosities. 
Borne of those who had warmly supported his 
election even, had, previous to ae assassination, 
gone so far ae to suggest his resignation or im 
peachment. It was tinder such circumstances 
that be was called upon k> take the reins of 
power upon a vast scale, to confront questions 
to the gravest importance, and to meet the most 
perplexing difficulties. The crazy men of ae 
radical party at once (Aset him. Taking ad- 
vantage of the all-prevailing excitement, ae 
horror and paasion, the wrath and delirium of 
the moment, they appeared bent upon .plunging 
the country into new convulsions, into the valley 
of the shadow of death, through ae agency 
to the Federal Government, with him at its 
bead as the leading epirit of the Jacobinical 
programme.

In 
all such States, in reference to which be was 
calkd upon to act. be has sought among aeir 
own most eminent citizens for the ben qualified 
men, irrespective of past party affiliations 
for provisional governors and all other offirserj 
whose appointments it was his duty to make, 
who gave unquestionable evidence of their op- 
position to secession, and aeir present devotion 
to ae Constitution and ae Union. Many, per- 
haps all, to those appointees had been compelled 
to give in aeir adhesion to the late “Confele- 
tacy,” and bad paid taxes under Us laws. If 
the radicals had had aeir way. not one of these 
men would ever have been appointed. In every 
instance an extreme man from Massachusetts. 
New Yoik, Ohio, or some other Northern State 
would have been f elected. The Bouaern peo- 
ple would a us have been under a set of pen-on* 
who would have gloried In styling themselves 
their maiteri, and who would have done aeir 
beet to make the masses of ae Sonth feel aem- 
selvet slaves rather aan freemen If ae Pres- 
ident Lad tak« n that course, can any man doubt 
ae to what must have been ae sad and 
terrible consequences? Can any man doubt 
aat blood would have flowed in a steady stream? 
aat ae tramp of standing armies would 
have been perpetually heard through all the 
Southern States, crushing out the last vestiges 
of freedom and making the land another Venice 
or a Poland? Instead of this, the whole coun- 
try is rapidly relapsing back into a state of pro- 
found peace. The President has shown a policy 
toward ae Southern peo p'e so much wiser, 
lalrcr. more pal! i otic, and humane than aey 
bad been led to anticipate aat there is a very 
general disposition manifested to acquiesce in 
and sustain U- The tree basis they accept as 
something wtich they know the war had fixed 
immovably, and in opposition to which they 
know perfectly well it is mere waste of breato to 
talk. It is that which neither the Pie-ident nor 
any body else can change. The only otoer great 
question that remained related to negro citizen 
ship. Upon this the radicals made a dead aet 
upon Mr Johnson in the hope, vain as it has 
proved to have been, of Inducing him to over- 
ride. ic the agitation of toe moment, toe Con- 
stitution, and do violence to the practice and 
principles of toe great fathers of the Republic by 
taking into bis own hands and determining the 
qualifications of citizenship in the several States.

meet, the Executive could disregard the whole- 
policy of that Government and ignore the Con- 
stitution in a time of peace from Us organiza- 
tion to toe present time. He rightly concluded 
there could be no justification or palliation for 
such a four* and he at once remitted the whole 
question to toe States ee one of their undoubted 
rights, toe exercise of which is at the same tlm - 
the soundest policy. 

By this constitutional and truly conserva- 
tive policy of toe President he has endeared 
himself to the great mass of Union men both 
Norto and South. The only opposition he en- 
counter* is from toe radicals, demagogues, and 
place hunters of both sections of the country, 
nho. ae usual, are playing Into each other's 
hands and trying to force toe President from 
Lie patriotic course into the unconstitntional 
and dangerous one of determining the quail 
flcatiois of suffrage and citizenship in the respec- 
tive States. The secession radicals in this State 
— foetiouely styling toemselvee .“conserva- 
tives”— making common cause with the extreme 
radicals of the North, are attempting to bring 
about negro suffrage and negro equality- in the 
Souto, whttber the people wish such suffrage 
and equality or not. They have no regard for 
the Constitution or anything else except 
The v hope by appealing constantly to the pas- 
K'ons of the ignorant to get up another excite 
mfxt and get into office by it. We rather aink 
thee will faff. The people are begianiug to 
undeiY'tand this business of negro agitation at 
last, aari aey will soon forever place it beyond 
the arena federal politics. By the adoption 
of the Constitutional Amendment, slavery will 
be technically, as it is now virtually, removed 
from the couvtry. and as the question of negro 
citizenship baa been already remitted to the 
Stator, the negro will soon be fairlv and forever 
laid upon so high • shelf that the agitators in 
federal politics canrever again reach him 

(FA true soldi* r is always magnanimous 
to a fallen foe. This fa ct has been forcibly Il- 
lustrated in the words and actions of the gal- 
lant officer* of our army toward ae people of 
the South since ae overthrow of the rebel- 
lion. The epirit of forgivenc-ss prevails 
among them all. Monday evening last a 
cumber ot distinguished officers of Sherman's 
army and ae Illustrious 8herman himself ad- 
dressed a large assemblage of gentlemen at ae 
banquet at Masonic Temple, in this city, and 
the tectimeuts uttered by them toward the peo- 
ple of the South were of the most ennobling 
character. General Sherman closed his elo- 
quent remarks on ae occa-ioc by saving: 
“Now, I do not feel any more unkindness 
against the Bo a a than I did before the war. 
The war is over, and we have a duty devolving 
upon us which is a very plain one. Let each 
go hosne and mind his own business. '' Bach 
is the simple an! magnanimous language 
which the heart of a battle worn chieftain 
prompted him to utter toward a brave people 
whom be had successfully struggled against. 
He feels no unkindness toward that )>eople now, 
but is ready to greet aem all as fellow-citizens 
of a common country. Maj -Gen. Blair, look- 
ing at the great results of ae war, felt that ae 
Southern people were to be benefited by aem 
equally wUh those of the North. The gallant 
Maj -Gen. Logan, hie Mg heart overflowing with 
love of country, said that “Sherman's victorious 
army are all lover* of peace Our Southern 
brethren have been overcome; Aheirduty is to 
quietly submit to the law*; and, "laid he, “let 
us be magnanimous to tbenC end t*we shall 
reign over a united country, 'and God In his in- 
finite mercy will bless us and the nation as long 
as time shall last.” These were the words of a 



true soldier and worthy of a« daehiag hero from 
Illinois. Wtth peculiar pleasure we recall ae 
laesruage of Maj -Gen. Hazes, who led ae tri- 
umphant assault upon Fort McAllister. Re- 
sponding to the toast to ae late rebellious 
8 aUs, he said: 

I am glad, then, gentlemen, to have th : i op 
port unity of saving to th-sc States, I will help 

to tuild tf era up with the same good will that 
we then broke devd* rebellion. The arinv and 
peop le will help iu this great work. 

With the industry of the country prostrated, 
with p>t ide, ambition, and fortune' a‘l gone, let 
us assist and encourage them to build up a new 
iucu-uy .md to put those people upon loeir ieet 
again. 

They fought u* bravely and we e beaten. 
They accept the condition hone. tly, and so 
must we. We are great enough aud strong 
enough and mart be magnanimous cnougu to 
meet this once piroud, but now fallen, oc ipie in 
kindDess, and I know there is not a soldier in 
toe aimy of the United States, and I trust not a 
citizen in acre States, who would strike a folicu 
foe. 

Just rtich fcntimoct« as were expressed Mon 
day evening by the distinguished officers who 
add; cased the tanquet, are needed to be uttered 
ihrtuehcut ae eountiy. They should in*pire 
ae popular heart everywhere with hope fur 
the nation and confidence in the pe-petaitv of 
ae Union. These battle scarred soldiers know 
and appreciate the full value of the late triumph 
over rebeliior; they know that they have 
stricken down brave and worthy foes, and now 
tbeir Leans are full of magnanimity toward 
them. 

O' The leading pxtliticians of the Ti ry party 
in Er gland are greatly depressed in view of the 
sudden termination of our civil war and the 
complete restoration of ae Federal Union. 
Fro m the beginning of the struggle thev had 
looked forward with pxerfeci confidence to Us 
result as inevitably fraught with destruction to 
tic Republic; aud now ac t iumi bant demon- 
stration which our loyal people have made of 
energy and devotion in sustaining the Govern- 
ment startles atm with new fears for the safety 
of aristocratic and monarchical institutions in 
Europe. At a recent public meeting in Eng- 
land, Mr. Roebuck, a prominent memlier of the 
Tory party in Parliament, speaking wia refer- 
ence to oar civil war, used toe following enven- 
omed language: 

I am quite sure that if the South had been 
recognized, great good would have b -en done. 
In the first place, the* arrogant, the overbear- 
ing, and great Republic of America would have 
been split in two, and, for the safety of E tropic, 
ti at is required. 

The reader may remember aat Mr. Roebuck 
is the same distinguished member of ac Tory 
parte who, after visiting Louis Napoleon, about 
two years ago, arose in the British Parliament 
and declared it to be the immediate duty of 
En eland aud France to recognize the independ- 
ence of ae so-called “Confederate State*.” Mr. 
Roebnck, in his recent Fpeecb. from which we 
have given an extract, clearly exposed ae ob- 
ject for which a large proportion of the aristo- 
cratic politicians of England have struggled 
during ae past four years. Feeling aat the 
success of republican government in America 
would be highly injurious to monarchical insti- 
tuti ns in Europe, aey hailed the inauguration 
of our civil war as inevitably fatal to ae Union, 
open ae maintenance of which onr popular 
freedom depends. Hence aey want the great 
Republic of America “split in two,” either sec- 
tion of which might aen become an easy prey 
to the ambition and p>ower of nations abroad. 
The sentiment uttered by Mr. Roebuck in his ha- 
tted for the Ucion should stimulate the devotion 
of ever> American citizen tofrec Institutions under 
which we live. The glory of those Institutions is 
forcibly acknowledged by ae efforts of the foes 
of republican government in foreign land* to 
overturn them. The triumph of the Union 
over ae late rebellion places ae Republic ia a 
more enviable attitude among the nations of ae 
earth than it ever occupied before.for its strenga 
and endurance under ae mightiest assaults of 
its enemies have been gloriously demonstrated. 
Hew pitiful are the croakers In the midst of us 
who whine over the results of aelate terriffic 
s; i uggle when the avowed enemies of a« Repub- 
lic sbread are downcast in view of the grand 
iilu.-ttation we have given of the durability of 
enlightened democratic principles! Every ut 
ic ar.ee from ae lips of an English aristocrat de- 
precating ae success of our arms and the resto- 
ration ot ae Union should brighten ae hopes 
and confidence of every' American citizen as to 
ft c future of ae nation and perpetuity of our lib- 
erties. 

Duth of Hos. Nathaxieu Wolf* — We 
deeply lament ae death of Hon. Nathaniel 
Welle, who, after a short illness, departed this 
life at six o’clock Monday evening last, at his 
tfridenoe, in ais city. The days were so few 
time we had enjoyed a long social interview 
wia ae deceased, then in the glow and vigor 
of beaia, that it was difficult, as it was sorrow- 
ful, for us to realize the fact aat the places 
which had so well known him on earth should 
know him no more forever. Mr. Wolfe was 
born and reared in Virginia, and was the fir t 
graduate of the University at Cbarlotteville, 
where, at an early age, he acquired the decree 
of Master of Arts. He came to Louisville wh -n 
quite a young man and entered into the practice 
of lew, in which he achieved fine pecuniary suc- 
cess and a reputation of which he might well 
have been proud. He was justly regarded as 
one of toe mot brilliant and able criminal 
lawyers in the Western countrv. Every 
citizen of Louisville will remember the very de- 
cided mirk he made as Commonwealth's Atto - 
nev, in which capacity he served this judicial 
district during, we believe, two terms of the 
office in succession. As a lawyer, he labored 
wia great assiduity, and, in presenting his ar. 
iramcnt to toe court and jury, he always ex- 
hibited a great amount of learning apd a degn e 
of eloquence that charmed his hearcra. He 
was an accomplished orator. 

Mr. Wolfe was at times engaged in politics, 
and bis views were always of a conservative 
character, though on 6ome qusstions we 
differed widely from him. He was repeatedly a 
member of our Slate Legislature and ever sus- 
tained a leading position as a member of that 
brdy. 

We have seldom known a man whose heart 
was prompted by nobler impulses aan Nathan- 
iel Wolfe's. He was a genial companion, an 
honorable competitor of those whom his sense 
of duty led him to oppose, and we never knew 
him to swerve ftom the highest path of gentle 
manly bearing 

Mr. Wolfe has died in his fifty sixth year, and 
our whole community laments hi* death as 
tost of a distinguished and worthy citizen. Hi* 
memory will long be green in the heart* of the 
pe< pie of Louisville to whose interests he de 
voted to much useful lime and labor. 

O' 1° ihe lately rebellious States three- 
fourth' of the people who before ae war were 
in fair pecuniary circumstances are now utterly 
broken in fortune. Thousands of aem con- 
tracted debts among themselves whL-h aey are 
wholly unable to meet without selling at a sac- 
rifice ae property yet remaining in their hand* 
To tidopt such a course would still farther do 
range aeir industrial interests and produce a 
fear! ul extent of poverty. Several days ago 
wc cent ersed with a gentleman from Tennes- 
see on this subject, and be made a suggestion 
which we thought a highly judiciou* one He 
suggested that the poople in the different portions 
of Tennessee, for instance, where men arc un 
der heavy liabilities which they cannot now dis- 
charge, should hold piopular meeting* and agree 
upon some uniform plan of dealing with each 
other in reference to their respective liabil- 
ities. Creditors, instead of pressing their 
debtors to the extreme point of “sell- 
ing out” in order to pay, should allow 
them to renew aeir notes, giving ample time 
to each debtor for recuperating his finances 
and relieving himself from ae effects of the re- 
cent war. The adoption of snch a plan as this 
would infuse new energy and new confidence 
into every community of the Sona, producing, 
also, a general good feeling among the people. 
The people of ae South are bearing now a com- 
mon misfortune, and measures of relief should 
be at once agreed upon among themselves. We 
believe that after ae lapse of a few years ae 
Bona will enjoy a greater share of prosperity 
aan she has ever yet experienced. There are 
elements at work which are destined to develop 
the whole country rapidly and to a wonderful 
extent. The future Is radiant wia promise.

Cc uld a sound bj 6tem of labor be more 
easily adopted in the pre-.ent confused, disor- 
ganized, disintegrated state of affairs than it 
ciuld be if order were brought out of the 
wretched slavery -chaos? The Democrat still 
further says: 

We see but one safe conclusion to come to— 
for the people of the several States to regulate 
the matter in such manner as sui's them best, 
to do with the negroes in the 8ontbern St ite*, 
freed by force, as they shall deem best, and for 
the Ftderal Government to enforce what they 
determine. 

Emancipation, as we have said, is an eternal 
truth. The amendment, no matter what Ken- 
tucky may do this year, or the next, or the next, 
will very toon be made a part of the Constitu- 
tion in accordance with the express provisions 
of the Constitution itself, and then Congress 
will have, under the authority of the Constitu- 
tion in its present form, full power, and be 
bound to the duty, of seeing that the new por- 
tion of ae Constitution is carried out in a 
fit manner in all the 8tates.

Have we really “martial law at the instigation 
of 6ix or eight negroes?” What does the writer 
mean? Does he intend to say (certainly he d ;es 
or seems to) that martial law for any part of 
Kentucky has been declared 6lnce the “six or 
eight negroes" he refers to called, a few day* 
ago, upon the President? If he d >es, let him 
say wfce e and when and by whom the proclama- 
tion or order for martial law was Issued, and on 
what page of what book or paper it can be 
feund. He further says that “the radical party 
in Kentucky interrupts freedom cf deliberation.” 
We are not of ‘*ae radical party.” and are not 
reepc visible for it, but we are not aware that it 
interrupts * freedom of deliberation." Where 
is it committing this outrage? Does the editor 
of ae Democrat feel his “freedom of de'iliera- 
lion interrupted? If he doesn't, who doc?? 

The Democrat wants to know whether, under 
the Constitutional Amendment, “black* are to 
be allowed to vote, ride In street ears, 
sit on juries, and take tbeir places on the 
witness stand.” Shame on all shameless dem- 
agogues! What does the Constitutional Amend- 
ment propose bevond declaring the slave* free?

Pbookfss of Rkaiijcstmkjit — The coa'ic- 
tion that real peace fca* come is umver.-al. 
From all the Southern States the same voices 
are heard. Even ae old secessionists and 
leadets in the attempted revolution are joining 
in the demand for ae restoration of order and 
unquestioning snbmiesion to the laws. Their 
utterances are important only as showing how 
thorough aid profound is the conviction that toe 
triumph of the cause of the Union is complete, 
and how ready they are to yield implicit 
obedience to the national authority. They 
are willing and anxious, they declare, 
henoeforth to conduct themselves iu all 
repects as good and loyal citizen*. How- 
ell Cobb, one of the most truculent indi- 
viduals In the late “Confederacy,” who, not 
long ago, wanted to die rather aan be a 
“subiflissionist" to the United 8tates Govern- 
ment, now warmly counsels, according to the 
Macon (Ga.) Telegraph, “on ae part of ae peo- 
ple a cheerful and prompt obedience to the 
Constitution and laws of the country. He be- 
lieves that slavery is forever dead, but he is not 
at all despondent as regards the future of ae 
South; on ae contrary, he believes that a bright 
future 1 b ahead, and thinks It only remain* for 
ae people to put forth their best energies to- 
ward developing the resources of the country 
to insure commercial success. James L. Orr, 
of 8outh Carolina, in a letter, making a grace 
of necessity, demands complete submission to 
the Government Roger A. Pryor, of Virginia, 
ore of ae original States’ right* men, who did 
all he could to bring on the war, is now very 
decided In his support of the regular authorities. 
John For By a, of Alabama, formerly of the Mo- 
bile Register, and Minister to Mexico, comes oat 
strongly for ae new order of aings, and dwell* 
“wia force upon ae duty of obedience tu ae 



laws of the victorous Republic.” Mallory, 
the Confederate Secretary of the Navy, now 
a prisoner, protest* his future 1 orally and would 
very much like to get out of limbo upon such 
terms. Breckinridge In Havana, it is affirmed, 
advises ae eeceeh refugees of that neighborhood 
to return to their country, crave executive 
clemency, and hence 'orth put far from their 
minds all secession nonsense and hatred of the 
urivcrrel Yankee nation. Nearly all the rebel 
Generals of note, Lee, Johnston, Longstreet, 
Ewell, Early, etc., we bvlieve, have filed their 
petitions for pardon, while the masses of the 
South, glad to escape from a merciie** military 
despotism, are everywhere devoting themselves j 
to industrial pursuits and repairing as rapidly j 
a* possible the ravage3 to which they had been 
subjected. 

Manifestly, the collapse of the revolt has been I 
as sudden, and, to multitudes, as unexpected 
os its rise. Considering the fierceness of the 
passions that bad been roused, the extent of 
territory over which the war was waged, and 
the numbers engaged in it, what we now sec 
of the progress of readjustment already made 
in the South, must be regarded as remarkable, 
and every indication of public sentiment war- ( 
rants ae opinion aat what remains to be ac- 
complished in the way of pacification will fol- 
low as rapidly as that which has up to this 
lime been effected. The work to be done was 
truly herculean. The South was almost com- 1 
pletely paraly zed. Industry was nearly at ac 
end; the railroads mostly torn up and made uc- 
seiviccuble; of white laborers there were none 
except the extremely old and young boys. The 
nigrees had thing* pretty much their own ! 
way, and did little more than to earn a bare , 
subsistence. The schools and churches were 
closed, the villages forsaken except by 
starving and ragged women aad children, 
and disorder and tyranny, and disease, 
rebbery, and death held high carnival over a 
country larger than half of Europe. Do we 
expect pence, order, health, and plenty to come 
out of a chaos of misery and lawlessness of such 
magnitude in a day ? The elements of the un- 
equaled storm must have time to settle. 

Much has been done, much remains to be. 
The difficulties are great, but they are not in- 
surmountable. Nothing reasonable is impos- 
sible with a free people who have the highest 
incentives to urge them on, who are blissed 
wia peace and the element* of boundless pros- 
perity, who are Intelligent, lull of resolution, 
pluck, and of indomitable perseverance. 

In the work of substituting the free for the 
slave basis of labor, now in the process of de- 
velopment, obstacles will of course be met 
with. The subject has been wisely remLted by 
tte President to the people of the respective J 
Slates. All that he insists upon, a* we under- j 
stand it, is that ae free basis adopted shall be 
carried cut in good faith. The details are left 
to ae wbdom of ae 8taU governments These 
have been organized by persons of undoubted 
loyalty and who will promptly and honestly 
sustain the policy of the national authorities. 
Hence there can be no collision between them. 

In carrying into practical operation the free | 
basis, it is not necessary that all the State or- 
ganizations should adopt the same detail* in re- 
spect to it; and it 1* hardly probable that this 
will be done, because circumstances may make 
a difference desirable. The chief features of the 
new plan must necessarily be, in referenoe to the 
L eedmen, industry, and wages. The negroes 
trust work. Upon this point acre will be the 
utmost unanimity of sentiment. Vagabondage 
cannot be acught of or tolerated for an instant. 
With most of the fieedmea, self-preservation 
atd self interest will doubtless be sufficient in- 
cite meLt* to industry. Hunger is a mighty per- 
suasive, whose appeal the freed negro will 
scarcely he able to resist. Contracts entered 
into bttween whites and blacks will of course 
be made binding in law, and this will insure 
steady service on the one hand and steady pay 
on the other. Broken contracts will subject the 
parties to loss as among contractors exclusively 
white This will be mutually protective No 
attempt should be made to fix the wages of the 
freed people by statute law. That will regulate 
Lfeelf. Iu some States labor is higher than iu 
others, and aere is a diffe rence in the different 
parts of the same State, and ae services of *ome 
bands are worth twice as muca as those of 
others, os in every department of business 
Thus any attempt to fix an invariable 
rule is absurd in the highest degree and will 
prove utterly abortive. 

Among the more Ignorant and lazy- negroes, 
there will doubtless be some who may at first 
refuse to work, and endeavor to live by stealing 
and plunder. While the military authorities 
continue their facet ons in the Southern States, 
these vagabonds will be promptly dealt with 
They will at once be arrested and put to work; 
atd when military law cease* to be operative, 
State law will occupy its place. This dispose* 
of the question of negro vagabondage aad idle 
ness. There will be another class of freed per 
sons for whom provision will have to be made. 
These embrace orphans, the aged, and infirm. 
In the free States snch pe.sons are taken care 
of by the respective town*, each town main- 
taining its own poor. Generally the towns 
have what i* called a “Poor Farm" or ‘Poor 
Hi use. ” 8ome such system will in al! pr >ba- 
Hllty be found indispensable in the 8 rath, 
though the soil is so rich and the climate so ge- 
nial that there will be few persons unable to sup- 
port themselves. When these “Poor Hoases” 
are properly conducted by intelligent over- 
seers or superintendents, they are self sap 
portirg, and arc not, therefore, necessarily bur- 
dens upon the tax-payers. They can be made 
60 in the South. 

Upon the whole, therefore, we see no “lion In 
the path” of the readjustment of ac labor sys- 
tem of the South u^ion ae free basis, and we 
argue that it will be surely and safely done 

That the negro will not realize all that hi* ex- 
cited imagination has cor jure! up iu a sute of 
freedom, may be put dowa a* certain. Ee will 
find no freedom from the “common lot” of 
labor, no freedom from care* and anxieties. 
These, indeed, in his case, will be increased, for 
which he will seek compensation in his altered 
condition. And his late ma ter, we may be 
pretty sure, will not find emancipation such a 
bug-tear as he had supposed. In many respects 
he will experience great relief, and it is just pos- 
sible that when the new system is fairly ia ope- 
ration he may be delighted with the change. We 
prefer to think so 

^■Tuesday morning last we published in cur 
columns a letter from H >n. George H. Y am in, 
in which he emphatically denied two charsres 
preferred against him by ae Louisville Demo- 
crat. The first charge was, that he ‘travel* 
r. urd his district with a guard of soldiers to 
prefect him.” The second was, that he bad 
“sold mo* hers away from their children ” Tiie 
Democrat insists that the charges are true; we 
ere sure, hi wever, that they are wholly untru?, 
and we need no further evidence of the fact 
th n Mr. Teaman’s own fieri*!, whkh 
cannt t for a moment be qu« stioned. The Dem- 
ocrat says that the only point Mr. Yeamvn do s 
deny is that the “woman and child were 
separated,” and that that “la a matter of no 
consequence to us.” Didn't the Democrat 
charge that Mr. Y. had “sold mothers away 
from their cbi'dren?”

They do not. therefore, op- 
pose the amendment prohibiting slavery upon 
the ground that the institution still exists or 
that its forme r status can be re-established They 
admit, with us, that, whether in accordance 
with our will or not, toe system ha* be 
come an irrevocable institution of toe past 
An argument, however, against the amend- 
ment is strenu usly urged by them, predicated 
upon their own construction of its second 
section, wbicb, they assert, confers upon Gon- 
g ess the constitutional power to invest the 
emancipated slaves with the elective franchise. 
They do not pretend that, under the C-notitu 
tion, as now existing. Congress can exercise 
snch a power, but that the ratification of toe 
proposed amendment will confer it, meaning

But we are told the Proclamation of Emaoci* 
pation te ut constitutional. Wasn't the revolt un- 
constitutional? And can we now any more o lit- 
erate the. one than we can blot out toe record of 
the other, ghastly and bloodv as it was? The re- 
volt and the proclamation belong to history 
Both are beyond recall 

So far as slavery is concerned, however, the 
adoption of the proponed amendment to tbs 
Constitution will soon place its extinguishment 
upon a constitutional baste without any refer- 
ence to the binding force of the proclam ui .n. 
Another State, New Hampshire, has just ratified 
it almost unanimously, and its adoption by 
three fourths of all the States te merely a ques- 
tion now of a few more months or weeks, so 
that those who choose to regard the proclam o- 
ticn as theoretically unconstitutional — though 
it has already taken effect — can shortly place 
their feet npon the solid rock of the Coostitn 
tion, and know that slavery exist* no more by 
virtue of toe organic law of the land. The vexed 
question will have been got rid of, so far asnatl -n- 
al i otitics are concerned, through the power of 
the Constitution regularly exerted, without ref- 
erence to the proclamation. That amendment 
has been proposed in exact accordance wi.h toe 
letter and spirit of the Constitution as it now 
t xtets. It has cow been ratified by twenty-three 
Suits, four more being necessary to give it 
effect as a part of the Constitution. The Legis- 
lature'? of three of toe aon-siavehoidlug Status. 
Iowa, California, and Oregon, have not yet 
mtt. Thev will moke tw=nty-*ix State* 
ratifying toe amendment. Should Kentucky 
follow the'tf example— a* she will if her 
citizens rue alive to thuir own interests— 
her action will give it effect.

and, where there is silence as to the means to final result te concerned, a* the Legisla- 



be used to that end, all “appropriate" and 
“tecessary” and “proper” means exist by un- 
avoidable implication, and hence it te wholly 
immaterial whether the exercise of implied 
powers te conferred, as in onr Constitution, by 
express provision or not. Jn other words, a 
power conferred, without a specification of the 
means to enforce it, necessarily carries with it 
a power to use all the means necessary to en- 
force the power. 

Why, then, this furious assault npon the 
scccnd section cf the Amendment? It te a 
harmless provision, and, if yon please, a useless 
provision. We say to toe opponents ol the 
Amendment, make your war np n the first sec 
tion; make your fight npon the question of 
forever prohibiting elavery in the United States, 
for in that alone te the real issue presented by 
the Constitutional Amendment. If the second 
section ‘confers npon Congress the p >wer to 
give the right of suffrage to negroes,” so, by 
implication, would the first section though the 
second were struck ont entirely. That section 
would of itself confer on Congress power to en- 
force it by “appropriate legislation," for other- 
wise it would be nugatory. Strike ont, if yon 
please, the second section, aud ratify the first, 
and it becomes a part ot toe ConstDntion, it 
becomes a power “vested in the Government of 
the United States,” and as each Congress, not 
merely by implication, but by an express pro- 
vision, would have power “to make all laws 
which may be necessary and proper for carry- 
ing [It] into execution." Therefore, we say 
the real and only issue presented by the amend- 
ment te, shall elavery, which the rebellion has 
destroyed ia point of fact in the United States, 
be declared abolished by constitutional law? 
The amendment, neither in the first nor second 
section, nor in both sections together, confers 
on Cor grass the ‘ power to give the right of 
suffrage to negroes,” that being left to the ex- 
clusive control of the respective States them- 
selves. The amendment confers the power 
only to pass snch laws, if any at all, as may be 
“appropriate,” “necessary,” or •‘proper" to se- 
cure the negroes from slavery or involuntary 
servitude. 

Fred Douglass te telegraphed to have said 
n his Fourth of July letter to the committee 
at the head of toe celebration in Washington, 
that the conntrv will never get rid of the negro 
question until the negroes are allowed the right 
of suffrage. We apprehend, that, if the nig- 
gers were allowed that right, we should hardly 
have any otoer questions than nigger ones.

All the mechanical preparations were clu u*y 
a d UDuitlstic, and the final sc.nes of the exe- 
cution were revolting. When the death caps 
were all drawn over the faces of the pri oners 
ai d tbev stood in line in the awful suspense be- 
t»ef n absolute life and speedv death, a man at 
the n< ck of each adju ting tie cord knot, be- 
neath the ears of each protru’ed five or six 
inches and the cord was so thick it could not 
be made to press tightly against the flesh. The 
c fficer on the platform fiefore motioned back 
ti.e assistants and signalled the executioners. 
Great beams were darted against the props. 
Simultaneously the two drop* feil and the four 
bodies dropped. The spectators made a rush 
forward. Mrs Surratt's neck wa3 broken im- 
rmdiately. 8he scarcely drew one breath. 

Payne struggled hard and was in convulsuns 
till nature ceased her rebellion. 

Harroid also passed through the same strug- 
gks, and it was doubtful if his neck was bro- 
ken. 

Atzerott died easy. 

Washington, July 9. 

President Johnson was waited on yesterday 
by Messrs. J. A. Jones, R. O. Lancaster, M if. 
liaxall, and J. Lapperson. representatives of 
merchants and others of Virginia who wished 
him to amtud the amnesty proclamation by 
taking out the $20,000 clause. They rep re- 
st nted that this feature interfered with the de- 
veto pment of industry by binding up Capital, 
and in this way opposed the poor, and when 
t» ey endeavored to borrow money in the North 
and Middle Stales they were at once met Oy tbe 
objection that they had over $20,00u, and that 
if they had accommodation could not be ex- 
tended, so they were unable to give work to 
tbe poor who called on them. 

The President reminded them that the am- 
nesty did not canse this dtotmat. It was tne 
eommL-sii nof treason and the violation of law 
that did it. The amnesty proclamation left 
tbete men just where thev were before. It did 
not add any disability. If thev had committed 
treason they were answerable to the coattsca- 
tion law which Congress had passed, which he 
as President could not alter or amend. In the 
amnesty proclamation he bad offered pardon 
to some persons, bnt that did not injure otuer 
I ersens. Would they like to have the amnes- 
ty removed altogether? Would they feel any 
easier in that ca6c? 

One of tbe deputation answered: No; but it 
wculd assist us very much if you would extend 
the ben* fits to person* worth over $20,000. 

The President replied lhal in making the cx- j 
ception Le had acted on tbe natural sapposi- 
t on of tbe men who had aided the rebellion, 
according to the extent of their means, did 
tbev not know this? 

One ot the deputation replied: No; I did 
kn* w it. 

The President then said: Why, yes you do; 

you know perfectly well it was the wea'tbv 
men of the Bouth who dragged the people into 
secession. I lived in the Bouth — kuow how 
things were done Your State was over whem- 
icgly opposed to secession, but your rich men 
used the press and bullies and yonr little army 
to force the State into secession. Take the j 
$20,00u clan re. Suppose a man worth more 
than that Now the war is over. The chances 
are ten to one He mode it out of the rebel- 
lion by contracts, etc We might a* well talk 
plainly abont this. I don't think you are so 
\ery anxious about relieving the poor. You 
are very eager to help the poor. Why don’t 
you take supplies over the $20,000 you own, 
and give it to them in that way? You will 
help them and bring yonrrefvts within the 
benefits ol tile prociauiali^n I am free to say 
that I think some of you ought to be 
taxed on all over $2b uOO to help the poo . 
When I was Military Governor of Tennessee 
I asieretd such taxes on tbo-e who had tieen 
wealthy leaders of the rebellion, and it hid a 
good effect

He spoke recently 
at a town on Drernnon Ridge, where he aroused 
unparalleled enthusiasm. The graves of a con- 
siderable number of our soldiers were 
close by, and the speaker, Inspired by the pres- 
ence of their sacred dnsf, transcended even his 
previous eloquent efforts.

When the gentleman, through whom 
our information comes, left the place, he saw 
soldiers and citizens bearing the speaker off 
upon their shoulders with tumultuous huzzas.

I’o the Editors of the Louisville Journal: 

G>nti.kmbn— Having po utrd cut those affections of 
the nose, thioat and larynx which to before and prepare 
the way for disease of the lungs, I now come 10 ape ik of 
chronic brorchitis, the most common firm of pulmona- 
ry din- sue. Chronic bronchitis is a » local inti-unrat- 
ticu of the mucous mcmbiuie lining the air tubes, s td 
is simply a catarrh of the lungs, it does not differ from 
cnlairh of the nose in tbe effects it produces upon the 
n.uc ns membrane, thickening, enlargement of the 
n i cons follicles and ulcerations tike in the sir tubes f 
tl e lungs the same as in the passages of the nose, ins 
the edict upon the t esllb is very different in the t vo 
enses. In bronchitis, thickening of the mucous mem- 
brane diminishes tbe size ot the air lubes and shortens 
ti e bresth. When the nose is obstructed bv unhealihv 
k rretions, or so charged by disease os to make it diffi- 
cult for us to bienthe through the nostrils we can b eath 
iluough (be mruth; butwhen thi bronchia' tubes iu the 
lungs are obstructed or dimini. hed iu size, we can only 
tind rebel by the cure 01 the bronchial disease. 

Bronchitis, then, is a disease ot tbe lining of the 
bronchial tubes ramifying the substance of the lungs. 
1 Ills lining, or memhrance, is very sensit ve to ever - 
external influence, and is hence liable to become irrita- 
ted by sudden changes of weather, by imp ire air, by 
the fine particles of matter which fill the atm sphere o* 
workshops, or float upon tbe wind in dusty streets by 
llie hundred irritating causes which meet our breathing 
in almost every place. The most common cause, how- 
ever, is cold, showing itsell at first as a cat u-rh of the 
nose, next affecting the throat aud lar> nx, and lastly 
involving the bronchial tubes when the disease id 
known as a seated “cold in the chest," or Bronchitis. 



The acute symptoms usually subside alter a short 
time, but unless the patient is properly treated he does 
not return to his former good lies th. Ho discovers a 



-light dii p» itiou to warmth in the h uids toward evsa- 
i. g. and cannot take the same exercise as usual without 
discovering that he is “short of breath." Still he is 
pretty well, slut, if the season he summer, he may go on 
until fall without expectoration. But as the winter ap- 
proaches be begins to cough, and the expectoration is 
f. uud to be yellow. He tuny also tind the fever in- 
c reared to decided hectic, it ith night sweets and rapid 
lossof flesh, in which case be will probablv die before 
spring, with all th* symptoms of consumption. Sti'l 
this is not consumption at all; it is simply a chronic 
catarrh of the lungs. 

It is very common for rhronic bronchitis to assume 
a milder fum, when it ie spoken of as a ‘ Winter 
Cough." It comes on each w nter, aud as regif arly sub- 
sides during the sun- mcr : but at every succeeding re- 
currence it manifests itself in greatei severity; and the 
recovery in the following summer is uot so complete 
This lorrn of Bronchitis, if neglected, will surely de- 
stroy lile fond, treated in the usual manner, it is as in- 
curable; as consumption itself. The mucous membrane 
eoorer or later, becomes altered in etmeture, and pours 
foith a matter which has all the qualities of pus. H «- 
tic fever supervenes, and the disease tends slowly, but 
surely, to a fatal termination. 

Another form of bronchitis is peculiar to middle 
life and old age. It ie distinguished by the quality and 
the character of the matter expi-ctorated Usually there 
are two fits of coughing in the day -one on awakening 
horn sleep in the morning the other iu the evening. 
There is considerable difficulty of breathing while the 
paroxysms ot coughing last; but itpasers off as soon as 
the lungs are freed from the viscid steretion. The pa- 
tient is feeble: he may, however, live and attend to 
light duties for several ■ ears. But the countenance 
gradual!) assumes a pale, bluish tint, the body wastes, 
the blood becomes thin, and death ensues, appareatly 
from the constant drain kept up by the discharge from 
the inngs. dome patients die from exhaustion in five 
or six months, but 1 have known others to survive for 
as many years- 

There ie still another form of this disease, called “dry 
bronchitis " the eerentiJ character of which consists of 
chronic inflammation, attended by a thix-ning of the 
mucous membrane, by which the air tubes aredimiu- 
ishrd in size, and also in the secretion of a dense, gluti- 
nous kind of matter ot a greenish or bluish-white color, 
by wpich they are still further obstructed The smaller 
brouchial tubes are often entirely doted, and occasion- 
ally a tube of very consHerab'e size becomes sealed up 
by this matter. This affection is so common in this cli- 
mate that in seme degree it is probable twy out of every 
three suffer from it. ‘‘In the most favored parts of 
Fiance," says Lanuee, “fully one- half ot thoee arrived

The symptoms of dry bronchitis are not marked by

' olved a sense of oppression ir experienced atter meals, 
and ou very s':ght exertion. By seme this oppression 
;"n' f r7n d I-° ,h ® "Ttowto side of the chest to that on 
w bleb the disease is situated, or to a remote part of the 
same side, or even the region of the stomachT After a 
t .me. difficulty ot breathing comes on, and continues for 
< J m! * . *h*" patient complr.iuiug of tightness in the 
cl.rst. which is relieved by cough and the expect >ratiou 
ot a tough, jelly-like suhslance. The cough bv which 
*■"" matter ie raised is a mire r. tping effort to e'ear the 
throat, and may probably not rcenr more than once or 
twice daily, and almost unconsciously to patients them- 

Ou Inquiring if they have a cough, they will, a'raoe 
ti itfcout exciptiou. at swer, “Noi” yet during yonr con- 
' “*'■>' wl!L Perhaps, hack, aud raise a little 

jelly like mucous halt a dozen times. Al intervals, the 
eengh is more severe, and c omes on in paroxysms, when 
it is too commonly regarded a* simply “nervous.” if 
the stomach be at all deranged it is fashionable to regard 
it as a mere “stomach cough," or as being caused by 
“'ivtr disease ” wh le. In tact, the derangements of the 
stemach, liver, kidney*, and of the uterine functions, 
u bich exist, are but so many consequences of this very 
conoitiion of the luugs. There is something so 
gratifying in being assured by the family physician 
that there is “no danger of consumption,” that “this 
cough is a mere trifle, and will speedily pa* away if 
only left to itself,” that it is not surprising the flattered 
patient entirely overlooks the important fact that no 
cr refill examination of the lungs has been made to de- 
termine the health or disease of this organ; that this 
gratifying opinior, tbtrefore, if founded on nothing re- 
liable. and reduced to its intrinsic merits, is simply 
tempering with human life. 

Most "roughs of long standing," unattended by free 
expectoration, are caused either by this condition et the 
bl tmehial tubes, or by incipient tub-rcles in the lungs 
The “neglected cold, • which so often proves the herald 
ot consumption, is but another variety of this disease 
The frequency of this form of bronch:tis-il« slow, 
insidious, and treacherous progress, and the disastrous 
consequences to which it so often leads -should awaken 
ft* m their lethargy ail who are miming dry coughs of 
long-standing, m the vaiu hope of growing out of them 
However slight and apparently unimportant sueb 
coughs may seem, they lead on, by sure gradations, to a 
prematures rave. 

As this letter has already extended to much greater 
length than at farst intended, I shall describe the treat- 
ment in my next.

Tbe World’s Washington special save tbe im- 
portant seiznre* under the Intemai Revenue 
Law of high wines at Dubuque, valued at sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars, bas been deci- 
ded by the Gonimi-sioner and referred to the 
8< creiary of the Treasury for approval. Parti* 
wbo advanced money on these high wines in tbe 
belief that tbe Government tax had beei duty- 
paid. claim thft their interests shoald be pro- 
tected. A compromise will probably be effected 
which will save the Government and parties to 
some extent and may lead to a general rule that 
no whiskey shall hereafter be purchased in open 
market unless under bonds. In all cases where 
parties have advanced innocently on high wines 
the? will be protected a* tar as they can be. 

Tbe Herald’s e special says: An address to 
the Dtmocracy of the United States wlil be 
published to-morrow from Cha*. Mason, Chair- 
man of the Democratic National Areociatlon of 
this District. It is intended more as a platform 
for future organization of the party than as a 
call for immediate concerted action. The ad- 
dress start* out with declaring that in tbe be- 
ginning all Democrats believed peace and 
union were compatible and could be se.-ured by

for tbe sole purpose of restoring the Union, 
believing that as soon as this object was accom- 
plished it ought to cease. It takes strong 
ground against conferring upon neg-oes tbe 
right of ciiizenship on the ground that tbev 
are unqnalifii d bv education, and as a race so 
greatly interior to tbe whites.

TREASURY CIRCULAR. 

Treablrv Department, I 
WA£HDiOTON, D. C., J une 27. j 
Tbe various rules and regulations heretofore 
prescribed by the Secretary of the Treasury in 
regard to the above named subjects having been 
rendered nugatory in whole or in part by the 
changed condition of affairs in the Southern 
States, and executive orders and proclamations, 
and tbe War Department having assumed charge 
of treedmen, abandoned lands, Ac., under the 
provisions of the act ot Congress approved 
March 3, 1865, the following instruction? a? to 
the duties of officers of the Treasury Depart- 
ment in the premises are prescribed and will be 
regarded as in full force and effect immediately 
on receipt thereof by anv officer whose action 
is in anv wise affected thereby: 

1- All restrictions on commercial intercourse 
in and with States and part? ot States heretofore 
declared in it.surrcctioD, and on the purchase, 
transpoi tath n, and sale of products thereof 
are removed except os to the transportation, 
thereto or therein of arms, ammunition, arti- 
cles from which ammunition is made, gray uni- 
forms and gray cloth, and except also"tho*e 
relating to property heretofore purchased by 
the agents, or captured bv or surrendered to 
ti c military forces of the United State?. Nor 
will any fees or uxes be charged or collected, 
exrept those imposed by the cu.-tom? and inter- 
nal revenue law s. And the supervision neces- 
sary to prevent the shipment of prohibited arti- 
cles will be exercised only by the regular and 
ordinary officers of the customs, acting unJ.r 
tbe revenue laws of the United Sta es. 

2. Suborciuale officers discharging duties in 
regard to commercial intercourse, under the 
u-gulaticns referred to, will consider their offi- 
cial connection with this department terminat- 
ing with the 30th inst., without further notice. 

8 Agents for the purchase of products of the 
insun eciiooary States, on government account, 
w ill dose their official bu?:ness east of the Mis- 
sissippi river with the transactions of the 13 tu 
iLst . and wtst of it with tbe transactions of the 
24th inst., returnirg to sellers all property or 
money received or collected since those dates 
ru pcctively, and u*ing such despatch in the 
pn rn’fes that their connection with the depart- 
ment may, if possible, terminate with the 30th 
inst. 

4 Officers of the department charged with 
the duty of receiving and collecting, or having 
in their possession, or under their control, cap- 
tured, abandoned or confiscable, personal prop- 
erty, will dispose of the same in accoi dance with 
regulations on the subject heretofore prescribed, 
at tbe earliest time consistent with the public 
inteiests, and will refrain from receiving such 
from military or naval authorities after the 30tn 
Inst. This will not be construed, however, as 
interfering with the operations of the agents 
now engaged in receiving or collecting the 
property recently captmod bv, or surrendered 
t . tie torcis ot tbe United States, whether or 
not covered by or included in the records, Ac , 
delivered to the United State) mi ii tare or treas- 
ury authorities by rebel military officers or cot 
ton agents. Those so acting will continue to 
discharge tbe duties thus imposed until such 
property is all received or satisfactorily account- 
ed for, and on til the amount so secured is shipped 
or otherwise disposed of under the regulations 
on the subject heretofore prescribed; and they 
will use all the means at their comm tnd with 
the utmost vigor, to tbe end that all the property 
so collected, captured, or turned over shall be 
secured to the Ubited States with the least pus- 
eibfe cost and delay. After the 30th inst. the 
dntv of receiving captured and abandoned prop- 
«ty not embraced in the above exception, will 
be discharged by the usual and regular officers 
of the customs at the several places where they 
may he located in accordance with the regula- 
tions relating to tbe subject; and officers here- 
tofore performing that doty will give them all 
the aid and information in their power to enable 
them to carry out tte same. 

5 Officers of this department, charged with 
tbe care or supervision of, or having in their 
possession or under their control, any aban- 
doned or confiscable lands, houses, or tene- 
ments, will turn them over to a duh -author. zed 
officer of the Bureau of Refugees, Freed in. u. 
and Abandoned Lands as far as they miv be 
required or demanded by tbe same, together 
with all money, ’ -or.ks, records, and papers 
arising from or relating to the property so 
turned over, taking proper receipts or vouchers 
therefor. Tbl rule wtil also govern the actions 



of all agents of this department c mnoetod in 
any way with tbe care of freedmen, Ac., so far 
as it mav be applicable; and all person? asking 
for any information in regard to the property 
60 turned over, or for the release of the same, 
or for tbe release of any moneys or proceeds 
arising tht front, will be" referred to the Com- 
missioner of Refugees, Freedmen, and Abxn- 
dored Lands, at Washington, to w: om com- 
mnnications on the subject should be add re sed. 

6. Officers ot this department having in their 
po? res- ion, or under their control, any moneys 
whatever arising from Ices collected under the 
c< mmercial intercourse regulations, exc “pt 
those collected for the benefit of freed men 
(which will be disposed of under section 5), or 
tr< m tl e sales of captured, abandoned, or con- 
fiscable property, will forthwith depwit the 
same with the nearest assistant treasurer, des- 
ignated depositary, or deposit bank, keeping the 
mounts from the different sou-ces separately, 
to tbe credit of H. A. Risiey, Esq , supervising 
pptcial scent, Ac; taking therefor receipts 
I qundiuplicates. which receipts must shiw 
wberce the suras were received, one of which 
will be retained bv the officer »o depositing, one 
forthwith sent to the Seen tar / of the Treasury,

GUN. SHERMAN'S FAREWELL TO HIS ARMY. 

This long-anticipated and natural event has 
transpired. To dav— the glorious Fourth of 
July— he came to spend with his old faithful 
comrades in arms who have followed him 
through three long eventful years of toil and 
glory. This leave-taking was quiet, straight- 
forward, ample— bat affecting and Anal. It is 
needless to add a recapitulation of tha many 
glorious reminiscences — now become mo6t In 
foresting points in history— which would natur- 
ally crowd upon the minds of commander and 
men as they take their last look upon each 
other in the moment of separation after a long 
and eventful war. A11 these were to day felt 
most deeply as those solid and massed battal- j 
ion6 stood in silence with their glitteriog bay- 
onets that have pointed their way throughout 
an immense and hostile territory — through 
a long and difficult march only differing in sta 
pendou6nees from Napoleon's Moscow cam- 
paign by its entire success; and with their tattered 
banners which, under the eagle genius of their 
chief, have scaltd the heights of Kenesaw, 
moved over the ramparts of Atlanta and Savan- 
nah, and miles and scores of miles of “last 
ditches,” and as their magnificent chief sat on 
his horee, head bared to a fierce sun, addressing 
them a few words of parting. Yes, these sun- 
ny fields here about Louisville to-day have been 
the scene of an event that wiU be remembered 
to the uttermost hour of his life by every mem- 
ber of Sherman's army. They had long and 
often met their stern chief in operations upon 
fields hostile to theixscountxy, and through mil- 
itary dlsi ipline were obliged to smother their nat- 
ural demonstrations of admiration, confidence, 
and love, but to-day, as he left us, we were told 
by our Generals that “cheering would not be oat 
of order." And oh, the relief our strained 
longs and throats for once gave us! The calm 
confidence and respect of the men for their 
chief as a military man was this time displaced 
by enthusiasm, as they saw that chief in the 
character of an orator— in his approach to citi- 
zenship— and saw the full flow of his majestic 
intellect. A new feeling and enthusiasm univer- 
sally took place, and we all felt that he should be 
our leader, as he has been; that he was most 
likely to be interested and able in fulfilling that 
last verbal bequest of our lamented Lincoln: 
“To care for kirn toho hath borne the battle.'’ And 
this sentiment I am confident will nestle away 
in the hearts of these veterans until the time 
comes to arouse it from its slumber, when Sixer- 
mar's craro Army will march on as It has 
done, harm'niout— irresistible. 

As grand and stern as is the soul of General 
Shei man, be was deeply affected as he rode 
away from division after division, waving his 
bat back at them, while round after round of 
stentorian cheers and waving of hats greeted 
him adien, with mingled and repeated shout) 
of “Hurrah for Sherman and rixtg-eight.”

LEXTER FROM GENERAL R03ECRAN3. 

To the Editor of the A'. Y. Herald: 

I find the following in this morning's issue of 
the Herald: 

•'General Rosecrans was the next speaker. 
His remarks were directed principally to lavor 
the establishment of military schjols through- 
out the country— a nursery for a national mili- 
tia. ” 

E’ease permit me to say that my remarks 
were xo recommend the establishment of schools 
of tt-chLology throughout the country, wherein 
our youDg men could learn the science? and 
their applications to agriculture, manufacture?, 
and all the useful and ornamental arts and pro- 
fessions, so that the best and continually in- 
creasing lights of science might at once be 
brought to aid in developing th? mighty re- 
sources of onr vtung but giant country; that 
thns we should ennoble the minds of our youth, 
atd direct their amtiti n into channels of 
pe.ictful, indnstx al progress, brii g nu honor to 
themselves and prosperity to the nation. 

That, to counteract the influence of petty 
military schools, springing from individutl eo 
te> prise and destined to perish with their found- 
ers, and to render such schools unnecessary, I 
should like to see these scientific schools gov- 
erned by military discipline, and giving such 
rudimentary military in?truction a? would qual- 
ity their pupils to be efficient officers of the mi- 
litia, which, for the cause of liberty as welt as 
economy, I hoped would be organized bv Con- 
gress. in the txercise of its constitutional pre- 
re gative. 

That, to insure the successful establishment 
and werkfog of such schools, I should like to 
! see each State establish one on the foundation 
I of the late donation of Congress, or, without it, 
i to render the government aad patronage of the 
1 State, as West P int is under that of the nation 

That the Emperor of Rus-ia made Djoiidotf 
Prince for his improvements in iron working, 
and I did not know why our great Republic, or 
| our free Butt s, should be behind him iu eu- 
courxtgirig scientific industry. 

Let me add, Mr. Editor, that tbe imm''use 
advantage of opening numerous avenues to 
j wealth nx.d honor by tte applications of scien e 
to agr culture e ginee mg, miuing, metal- 
workmg. and all the art? and trade?, will be an 
inestimable blessing to muny who would other- 
wise be crcwdtd into the professions of la w, 
medicine, and theology, to starve and fester in 
I penurv, uni'er all the incentive to dishonest 
practices which spring from it when associated 
wiih talent and disappointed ambition. 

In a: kirg you, as I do the other journals who 
may have 1 uhli.-hed the paragraph alln ling to 
mv remarks, to publish this correction, I nope 
you will give some attention to the matter 
be ein eutge>ted. Few of the St ates have as 
yet detei mined in what way they will use the 
procetds of the sales of tbe" lands donated to 
them by Congress for the promotion of schools 
of agriculture and tte arts. 

8h< uld they ra^h establish such a school as I 
have suggested, providing some free scholar- 
ships. allowing such endowments to be made 
by individuals or corporate bodies, on conditions 
calculated to promote learning in our common 
and other schools, and permitting as many puy- 
scbolars as choose to come, under suitable 
qualifications and restrictions, I doubt not we 
should sor n see flowing from the system the
